This dignified cbnrohman 
favors hig'h license, inatead of prohi- 
bition, as a promoter of temperance.

"Local option stidiild under no eir- 
nnistanci's ap|)ly tn this <'ity. f 
reffret to be coinpcllcd to rcliirii to 
the subject, but as a citi/en and a« 
a churchman who loves his native 
city, I am profoundly impressed wit'i 
the sense of its tfimporal and moral 
welfare. 

"Liquor would be sold here quite 
as abundantly under prohibition laws 
aa under well regulated license. T!ie 
consequencns will be that li<iuor will 
be dispensed contrary lo law instead 
of 'beiiiff s(dd in accord with law. 
nieii. too. the city will be deprived 
of a large revenue which is so niiich 
i.i-ediid for the ^vemment of th1«
